THE    FIRST  CHURCH    IN  PLYMOUTH 


A  national  religious  shrine,  this  church  founded  by  the 
PilKnnis  in  1620  upon  landing  in  Plymouth,  has  un- 
broken records  and  ministry.  It  is  the  oldest  Protestant 
Church  in  America,  and  is  directly  descended  from  the 
church  gathered  in  Scrooby.  England  in  1006.  as  a 
creodless  church  estate  Its  afliliation  is  Unitarian.  The 
present  building,  standing  at  the  head  of  Town  Square, 
at  the  entrance  to  the  Old  Burial  Ground,  was  built  by 
Americans  of  all  faiths  in  1897.  and  is  patterned  after 
the  churches  they  knew  in  England  and  H(jlland
